Tiie mission 
buildings burned, and before a new 
home could be erected the leailiiig iiii.s- 
sionary took up his talents and ink 
bottle and joined [larliiersliip with a 
trader. Ho has ]ir<).s|iered beyond all 
measure in his commercial venture, 
and, though others have taken his 
place in the saul-saviiig work, the In- 
dians have now a grain of skeptieisui 
among them and fully lielie\-e that the 
boxes of goods and all the articles in 
his store are things that Ijave been .sent 
for them from the ini.s.sioiiary societies 
in the ea.st. Unfortunately, the ini.s- 
sionaries will i\ot live at peace with 
their white neighbors, and the stories 
of mi.sHionarv gr(M!(I and worldliness 
that one hears are ajipalliiig. The rev- 
erend gentleman in cliarye of one of 
tlieho stations on this coast calmly .said 
in my presence that there was a great 
teinptalion for the missionaries to re- 
lapse into traders or exercise dual func- 
tion.s, and that without doubt many of 
them had come to the Alaskan field in 
order that they might make or save 
money. All hough most of the white 
residents are guarded in their state- 
n»ent8 concerning mission aflfairn, 
enough is heard on all sides to put 
some of these teachers of Christianity 
in a sad and doubtful light.

.iECTIONALISM. 

One of tlie besutt iiig aiiis uf tliis Dci- 
ininiiiii, bolli siici:illy aiul ijuliuoally, is 
aec'tiuimlism. Tliis hiia arisen fioui divei-'i 
cau3i!3. The provinces generally were 
l)i i)UI4lit iiitu coiifedoratioii in nmny cases 
wilh a puaitivc itislike to the union; In 
otliora witliut least a doubtful ai;i|uio.seenc'e 
and there haa as yet been no yreat emer 
guncy or crisis which would unite tlie na 
tioiial interests at a wulding heit ami 
uiolt away minor jeuiousiBS arising frmn 
cliH'orunco of race, religion or geonraplii- 
eal position forever. The Dominion has 
allauicd its ainiust independent position 
without a sliuL'gle, whereas llie I nited 
ytatea had to tiylit for tlioirs, and have 
bincu passed through one of the i^reatk.st 
eivil wars the world haa over seen 'I'lie 
teaching o£ the two experiences is evident 
cinuugh. In the United States we hear 
little of sectionalism, if we except the 
iiortli and south occasionally; but in Can- 
ada there is little else; each province is 
jealous of every other inuviiue, and all 
are trying to cut the bii^mist shee i t the 
national loaf. It is astniiishini; liow this 
sectioiudism descends through the politi- 
cal fabric, and may be ti-aeed through all 
the ramifications of the municipal and 
aocial one. The writer has actually 
known men yoiiig from one part of the 
uatne province to another to obtain work 
to be looked upon as foreigners, and pro- 
bably get well thruahed for their preaunip- 
lion; and this a perfectly consiaient way 
of carrying out thia grand and useful prin- 
ciiile. Of course British Cidumbia could 
not bri expected to eaeape a (-(111.41 ilut ioiial 
attack of this national malady. The very 
gi^ographical formation of ihe [iruviiice 
favored the contagion, and nature hail 
probably had no idea of the storm in a 
tiMipot she was brewing when she allowed 
I he Straits of Oeorgia to divide the pro- 
vince into island and mainlaiul. Such a 
golden opportunity was not to be lost, 
and hence we li-ave eoutmnal aUeiiii>ts to 
fan the little jealousies (.f either section 
of the province, niul the wilful ignoring 
(if the fact that the interests of the pro- 
vince as a whole are identical. The "gov - 
ernmont policy" seems to have been the 
torcli which some fooli.sh [xjliticians on 
the mainland are trying to use to revive 
the alumbeiiiig feud, though pixibably 
owing to the dampiiesa of the political at- 
tnospliere, their eQorts are meeting with 
small success. One of the peculiar fea- 
tures of this p(diey is that it is eiiually 
cuiideiiined by tlieae parad' i.\ ical p(diti- 
cians whether it is supposed tn succeed or 
fail; but now its objects have been really 
accomplished they have Bometliing tangi- 
ble to work on, without frantically jump- 
ing from one side of the situation to the 
other. The benefits secured by the gov- 
ernment policy are the opening (A the 
public lands, the prdiudtion nf emigra- 
lion, the construction of the Islaiul lail- 
way and the getting nd (if the dryd(jck. 
If anyone of tlieae (dijects had been ac- 
complished it would have been a great 
thing; but that all of them .should have 
been attained is too inucli for thfse mis- 
guided men. Wluit they have to .say on 
the subject m of little C(iiiae(|uenee ; but it 
suits them to declare that the policy will 
bo disastrous alike to niaiiilani.1 and is- 
land, and that the government and Thv 
CiAonist ought to be tarred and feathered. 
Their real object, however, is to breed 
dissension between mainland and island 
as to the division of the Ijeiietits which 
iiave been obtained by the policy tliey 
rleprecato ao much, and to revive the old 
jealousies for their own seltish pui'iidses. 
in this policy they are being feebly back- 
ed by the great exponent of the political 
g(joBe step in Victoria, but it is not pro- 
bable that the sensible [Jiiblic opinion of 
the province will be adected tlieroliy, or 
that the people of either mainland ur is- 
land will be templed to repudiate or ijuar- 
rel over the "policy" in obedience to the 
ravings of the Guardian and its uiiinfluen- 
tial following. 

A nOOllBA ( 'Jl EX I'l >S/i I > . 

In yesterday's issue of the grit organ 
appeared a /in'.i leatling article, deftly in- 
timating that tlu^ pniviiicial govern liieilt 
contemplate a dissolution aiul appeal to 
the country on the settlement bill. It 
seems scarcely necessary to give the state- 
ment an emphatic denial. The present 
legislature was elected a year ago, when 
the principal items in the settlement bill 
Were made dirtict i.ssues at thepull.s. Iin- 
medialely uptJii aasenibling, the new 
house, by a decisive V(jle of 17 to aent 
the Beaven administration ti> the right 
about and placed the Sniithe adniiiii.itia- 
ti(ni in power. It passed the settlement 
hill by a similar majority. The only 
cliaiiges that measure has since under- 
gone are fur the better. 'I'le; trilling aui- 
tjlldmeiits the legislature will l)o asked to 
make are in the interest of the province, 
and only render the measure popular. 
Under these circumstances what possible 
iibjeet could there be in appealing to the 
country? Td do ao wmild bo wersu than 
childish. It w(juld be trilling with the 
constitutidii, There is good ro.-ison for 
believing that the government will be 
even atronger the coming session than it 
was the last. The aellleinent bill has 
proved to be thoroughly acceptable to the 
(joiintry, and every ineiiiiier knows it, and 
it will certainly not be surprising if more 
than one of the eight who, during last 
aession were generally counted in the op- 
position, and who were elected as Hide- 
pendents, are found giving the gov- 
oiiimeni a liberal supjiort. Dissolution, 
indeed: Why, to dissolve the house under 
sueli circumstances woiilil be an insult to 
the electors. The miserable faetmii e.illeti 
by eoiirtejy the .i|)position . have recourse 
to this i-ry as a last resource, but it is the 
einply wail of a despairing faction, and 
nothing n-ore.

The troubles of the British steamship 
jiadras at Honolulu, .San Franci.'icii, Vic- 
toria and Puget iSuuiid during the past 
tew miiiitka are now historic, and are 
ijuite as familiar as aiiytliiiii,' that ban oc- 
curred during the period referred to. tier 
loat troubles wereftt Umi Fritnoiaco, which 
are mentioned by the (Vin.mV/i! as follows: 

On last Saturday llie Kiiglish steamer 
.Madras lefi this pull fur lloiuiluhi ami 
lioiigkniiL;. For a I. mi; time there hail 
been bad feeling between the master, 
Captain Hr.idley, aiul his .lUicers, but it 
did not develop itself until just before the 
pilot was ready tu leave the steamer. Some 
order given by the captain was replied to 
by the lirst male in an insulting niiiunor, 
to which the ca[)taiii replied by gi\iiig the 
mate a llirashiii^i. This i 'ccarred just out- 
side the heads, and after the pilot left, 
thu caiitaiu orilerod the engineer to put 
on atuaiii and go ahead. But a council of 
war had been held in the engine room be- 
tween the first and second male.i and the 
first, second aiul third engineers, and 
they all decided imt to to sea with 
Captain Bradley, and eonseiiuently the 
order to "go ahead" was mot with a blank 
refusal. The ca[)taiii then ordered thu 
sailors tu hoist sail with thu intention of 
proceeding on the voyage at any rate. 
When the sails wore set and the steamer 
underway the three engineers put on 
stoani and worked the propeller the re- 
verse way, and the steam being stronger 
than thu sails, the vessel came back to 
startiiii.' place sturu first and the anchor 
was dropped. The captain then sent 
ashore by a passing tug to have the Bri- 
tish consul lake some steps in the matter 
and send out three iiu're eii^;inecrs. Act- 
ing Hriliali c.insiil .Mason, lleiiry Bund, 
the coiiKiL;iiee, ami a pilot chartered the 
tug Neptune and wniit out lo llie Abulias, 
which lay at anchcr ten miles outside id' 
Heads. Finding that matters could not 
be s.^tiafactnrily arranged, fur the engin- 
eers would not gu to sea with Mr. Brad- 
ley as master, and it being imin ssible to 
lind three competent engineers and two 
mates, it was dociiled by the consul ami 
Mr. Liiiid to put another captain on the 
.Madras fur the time being. To this Capt. 
BruiUuy agreed, us did the niuliiieers, and 
on their return to the city the sorviei^s of 
Mr. Swan, first mate of the Sardony.v, 
were secured, and the steamer proceeded 
on her way.
